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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


—OF THE— 


BAST MISSISSIPPI INSANE ASYLUM, 


To the Hon. John M. Stone, Governor of the State of Mississippi : 

As required by law, we respectfully ‘submit our report of 
the condition of the institution committed to our charge at 
this date, as follows: 

The very full report of the Medical Superintendent sub- 
mitted herewith, in our judgment, renders it unnecessary for 
us to go into details in making known to you the condition 
of the Asylum. His report has been carefully considered 
by us, and we fully endorse as correct-the statement of facts 
therein contained, and approve the suggestions and recom- 
mendations ag to improvements, changes, eto. 

The Superintendent has exercised wisdom, prudence and 
impartiality in the selection and appointment of the subordi- 
nate officers and employees of the institution, and we are 
pleased to say that no complaints of his administration have 
reached our ears, either from within or from without. 

We have held meetings monthly (at least once in each 
quarter, at the Asylum) believing that we could better dis- 
charge the duties imposed upon us by frequent meetings, 
and have endeavored,in the management and direction of 
the affairs of the Asylum, to maintain a familiarity with all 
its departments, while recognizing the rights and’ privileges 
of the Superintendent.in the performance of his duties. We 
are gratified to say that there has been perfect harmony 
between the-Trustees and the Superintendent and other offi- 
cers, 

Owing to the appropriation made by the Legislature of 
1890, to pay off a deficiency which had been. carried for some 
years, we have been enabled to meet ali current demands 
upon the Asylum, and no part of the appropriation for 1892-8 
will be expended in the payment of back debts. While it is 
true we have, by strict economy, gotten along upon the ap- 
propriation, it must be admitted that a yearly per capita of 
$140.24, or a daily of 88 cents, is very small, when compared 
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to the appropriations made by other States, the average 
being about $200.00. This $140.24 includes expenditures 
for repairs. l 

We refer to the Steward’s report herewith submitted, which 
shows how the appropriation has been used. This report 
shows that supplies, especiallv of provisions, have been pur- 
chased at verv low prices. We have aimed to furnish the 
inmates of the institution with wholesome and nutritious 
food and have, therefore, in all cases, instructed the Steward 
to buy, if not in all cases the best quality, a good quality of 
provisions. The competitive plan of buying has worked 
well in the purchase of provisions, and has enabled us to buy 
at wholesale prices. 

The cereal and vegetable crops raised exclusively by the 
labor of the patients, have materially lessened the expendi- 
tures for provisions and feed for the stock ; but the land be- 
ing poor, and requiring fertilizing, the net profits of the farm 
and garden are small, The removal of the colored pationts 
from this Asylum will deprive us of the better part of the 
farm labor, and perhaps force us to hire if farming operations 
are carried on as hitherto. 

The patients have the benefit of the skillful and thoughtful 
care of the Superintendent and his assistant and employces, 
and so far as we have been able to see, by frequent visits and 
inspections, are quite as contented and happy as persons in 
their unfortunate condition of mind and body could be ex- 
pected to be. The provisions made by the Superintendent 
for open air exercise, amusement and diversion, and for relig- 
ious services are highly commendable, and the small expenses 
incident thereto have been allowed by us as proper and bene- 
ficial expenditures. 

The health of the patients, we are glad to report, has been 
exceptionally good, especially during this year, which we 
attribute to measures of prevention and the change of the 
sewerage system, referred to by the Superintendent in his 
report. 

The failure to secure a supply of water from the water 
system of the city, as provided for by the last Legislature, 
has left the Asylum without proper protection againat fire, 
though not without a sufficient supply of water for other pur- 
poses, the lake constructed by Dr. Rice, proving sufficient. 
The great peril to the lives of the patients in case of fire con- 
strains us to repeat the recommendation made in our last 
report in reference to a supply of water for protection against 
fire, and we call special attention to that part of the Super- 
intendent’s report on this subject; also to what he says in 
reference to improvement in the mode of lighting the build- 
ings. 
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“ The buildings are in fairly good condition, such repairs as 
the means at our command would allow, having been made. 
Repairs and improvements in the way of fencing, ete, have 
also been made, We refer to the report of the Steward, 
herewith submitted, for full information as to the use of the 
repair fund. l 

The live stock, consisting of milch cows, mules and hogs, 
have been kept in good condition. The absence of good 
pasturage at all seasons renders it necessary to buy consider- 
able quantitios of milk and butter-producing food for the 
cows, but the returns have not been unsatisfactory. Oon- 
stant efforts are made to improve and grade up the stock. 

We repeat the recommendation of the Trustees in their . 
reports of 1887 and 1889, in relation to the surplus lands of 
the Asylum. The act of the Legislature providing for the 
erection of this Asylum, required the donation of not over 
four hundred acres of land, The city of Meridian pur- 
chased and donated to the State, for the use of the Asylum, 
about five hundred and fifty-six acres. The land, and par- 
ticularly that part of it most remote from the Asylum, is of 
but little value to the Asylum, but it is valuable, and in 
demand for suburban building purposes, and would, we 
think, sell for good prices. We recommend that the Trus- 
tees, with the approval of the Governor, be authorized to 
sell, on such terms as the Legislature may fix, one hundred 
and twenty acres of the land lying south of the public road 
which runs through it, and in the southern part of the tract 
the proceeds of the sale to be used in the erection of needed 
improvements, such as dre recommended by the Superin- 
tendent, and to exchange or sell an additional eighty acres 
in the same part of the tract for, or purchase with the pro- 
ceeds of sale, an equal quantity of land lying near the 
Asylum, and better suited for Asylum purposes. 

We concur in the suggestions of the Superintendent in 
regard to changes in the laws in relation to Insane 
Asylums; also in relation to the change of name by substitu- 
tion of the word “Hospital” for “Asylum.” 

The removal of the colored patients from this Asylum to 
the State Lunatic Asylum will, for a time, reduce the num- 
ber of patients, but it is quite certain that the places of the 
removed patients will soon be filled, so provision should be 
made in the appropriation for the support of this Asylum 
for 1892-8, for its full quota, and we agree with the Super- 
intendent that a larger per capita appropriation is required 
for the support of an Asylum whose inmates are all white, 
than for one in which a portion of the inmates are colored; 
and we also insist, and all who are familiar with the man- 
agement of such institutions will admit, that the smaller the 
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number of patients, the larger the per capita amount reguired 
for their support. 

Mr. Lilly Smith, the former efficient Steward of the Asy- 
lum, having resigned 1o engage in other business, on Janua 
Ist, 1891, Mr. R. E. Moody, for many years the trusted 
agent of the Southern Express Company, in this city, was 
selected to take the place of Mr. Smith, and has discharged 
the duties of the office with proficiency and efficiency. His 
report of the finances, and products of the farm, garden, and 
dairy are herewith submitted with our approval. 

Inviting a thorough investigation of the management 
and condition of the institution under our care, by a com- 
mittee of the Legislature, we submit this report.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


Tothe Board of Trustees Hast Mississippi Insane Asylum : 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit for your consid- 
eration the fourth biennial report of the operations of this 
Asylum for the years 1890 and 1891. 

On the first of December, 1889, the date of the last re- 

ort, there rnmained in the "Asylum 249 patients, of whom 

181 were males and 118 females. During the two years 
ending November 80, 1891, 98 males and 82 females were 
admitted, making a total of 429 treated during the poner: 
The daily average under treatment was 246. 

There have been discharged from the Asylum 126 pa- 
tients, or 72 males and 54 females, Of these 40 males and 
34 females were discharged as restored; 13 males and 9 fe- 
males as improved; 10 males and 9 fomales as unimproved ; 
8 males eloped, 1 man was discharged as notinsane, and 2 
fomales were transferred to the State Asylum at Jackson. 
Twenty-nine males and 28 females died, making a total of 
178 discharges and deaths. 

By referring to table No. 1, Movement of Population, you 
will find the details for each year. 

The percentage of recoveries on the number admitted 
during the two years was 41.11, and the percentage of 
deaths on the whole number under treatment during the two 
years was 7.68.. This is a rather high death rate, but if you 
will compare the tables for the 2 years, you will find a marked 
decrease during last the year. I attribute the high death 
rate for the first year to the fact that la grippe prevailed 
largely during the winter of 1889 and 1890, which, as 
everyone knows, inereased the death rate all over the cóun- 
iry. In addition to la grippe, which had a.very depressing 
effect upon our old and debilitated patients, we also had a 
severe epidemic of measles. Quite a number of deaths oc- 
curred among the old chronic cases, five were epileptics, 
and eleven had consumption. 

I regret the necessity of recording two casualities. In 
one instance, à woman whom we had not suspected as being 
suicidal, hung herself during the night with her stook. 
ings. The other case was a death by violence from another 
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patient. These two patients were rooming together when I 
assumed charge of the Asylum, and had been sleeping in 
the same room fora long time. For some unaccountable 
reason one. strangled the other on his bed during the night, 
The coroner was at once notified and held an inquest, 
and the verdict of the jury was that the institution 
was not responsible for the fatality. Our watchman’s 
time detector showed that the watchman made his reg- 
ular rounds during the night. Another patient attempted 
to cut his throat with a case knife, but owing to timely in- 
terferenee and prompt surgical treatment his life was saved. 
Tam glad to say he is now at home and doing well. While 
these accidents are to be regretted, yet no Asylum can hope 
to wholly escape them, and it is surprising, considering the 
class of people with whom we have to deal, how few disas- 
ters occur. 

I am pleased to report that the health of the inmates hag 
been, exceptionally good during the last year; there has 
not been a case of serious illness among them. Iam satis- 
fied that this healthful condition is due to the improved san- 
itary state of the Asylum. On taking charge I found the 
basement in a condition that rendered the air that passes up 
through the wards unwholesome, and to remedy this, I had 
it cleaned out, disinfected and whitewashed. It is now 
closed, and no one has access to itexcept the engineer. I also 
completed the new sewer, which now empties the sewerage 
into an open ditch nearly a half mile from the Asylum. 
Formerly, it was emptied into a marshy flat some two hun- 
. dred yards from the building. 

If we had potable water throughout the building our 
i sanitary conditions would be complete, but I regret to say 
-that the commission appointed by the Governor to supply 
the Asylum with water, failed to close a contract with the 

Meridian Water Works Company, said company refusing to 

supply water for the amount appropriated. I am glad to 

state, however, that notwithstanding the long drouth, our 
lake has furnished an abundant supply of water for washing 
and household purposes, while the wells on the premises 
have afforded us pure drinking water. It is impossible to 
keep some of the patients from drinking the hydrant water, 
: and for that reason potable water ought to be furnished 
throughout the building. If arrangements cannot be made 
with the Meridian Water Works Company to supply the 
Asylum with water at reasonable rates, I would suggest 
that you ask for an appropriation to bore an artesian well 
and construct a water tower. We need more water not only 
for household uses, but also as a protection against fire. 
With our limited supply of water and almost no pressure, 
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we would be at the mercy of the flames should a fire occur 
here. 

You will see from the Steward’s financial statement that 
we still have $3,627.70 to our credit on Support and Repair 
appropriation, which is sufficient to mect the expenses for 
December, and it is gratifying to note that we go before the 
Legislature without a deficit. Tt is true our per capita allow- 
ance has been very small, being only thirty-eight cents per 
day for all purposes, yet, owing to the low price of supplies, 
and by the strictest economy, we have been able to come 
within the limit. But few asylums, with as small a number 
of patients as we have, are supported on such a small per 
capita allowance. I would recommend that you ask for a 
glight increase per capita for the next two years, because we 
will not be able to run the Asylum as -cheap hereafter. In 
the first place, we will not have as many patients for some 
time after the negroes are transferred to Jackson, and even 
if the Asylum should be immediately filled, it will cost more 
to run us with the same number of white people, as we now 
have with the colored. 'The maintenance of the same num- 
ber of whites will be greater, and we will lose a lot of valu- 
able help, which will have to, be supplied by hired labor, 
ihereby inereasing our pay roll. During the two years, all 
the work on the farm-and in the garden was done by the 
colored patients, and the Steward's report shows that both: 
yielded us good results. If we continue our farming opera- 
tions, it will be necessary to use hired help. 

I am glad to say the herd of grade Jerseys bought last year, 
have given a good supply of milk and butter, also that our 
stock of hogs has done well.

IMPROVEMENTS, REPAIBS AND NEEDS. 


The barn and cow stables have been enlarged, and we 
now have room to house all of our stock, as well as to store 
the produets of the farm and shelter the wagons and other 
vehicles. 

The fences inclosing the garden and most ofthe farm have 
either been built new or repaired, and there is still more 
fencing to be done. 

The trees in the lawn have been thinned out and trimmed 
and the ground sown in grasses. 

The large terrace just in front of the building was cut 
down about three feet, and other terraces made. These im- 
provements add much to the appearance of the place. 

By some means cocoa or nut grass got in ourgarden. This 
forced us to change it, and the old garden is now used as an 
orchard and vineyard. During the last winter we planted 
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out 800 apple and 850 peach trees, most of which were 
grafted and budded on the place. Weought to set out 200 
pear. trees this winter, as pears come in after other fruits are 
one. 

Our laundry machinery was badly: in need of repairs, and 
we were compelled to buy two new cylinders, for the wash. 
ing machines. The machines will now probably last another 
year. We also bought a new stove for heating the irons, 
and renewed the floor in the wash room. At present we 
employ only two hired washer-women, and as our help comes 
from the colored ward, we will be compelled to hire more 
washer-women after the negroes are taken away, or buy 
more machinery. I think it would be economy to put in a 
steam mangle to do the ironing, as this would enable us to 
dispense with additional help. ~ 

The single boiler bought last year has given entire satiş- 
faction, and this, added to our battery, furnish all the steam 
necessary for heating the building, and running the pumps 
and machinery. During the summer we use only the single 
boiler; this will make the double boilers last a much longer 
time, besides it is a saving of about three tons of coal per week. 
By this salvage in coal the single boiler has already paid for 
itself. All the steam pipes have been wrapped with non- 
conducting material, and we now have no trouble in heating 
all the radiators. It would be economy, as well as a great 
comfort and convenience, to place a few radiators in the 
center building, so that we could dispense with grates and 
stoves. ' 

Our engineer bas put in a great deal of piping, both for 
steam and water, and there is much to be done in that line 
yet. 'The ward water closets have only one seat, which is 
not sufficient accommodation for forty people. There should 
be three seats in each closet. Our hot-water tank is scaling 
fast, and I fear it will have to be replaced soon. The cold- 
water tank is also make of very thin iron. Our ward range 
is about worn out, and must be replaced. The steam kettles 
putin last year have been convenient and satisfactory, and 
I desire to putin some more, 

We employed a painter for about three months, and 
during that time he put two good coats of paint on the cot 
tages for the employees, painted all the outside wood work 
of the wards, and repainted and calsomined the center 
building. Our carpenter laid new floors in all the ward 
bath rooms and water closets, and put down two-inch quar- 
ter round in the halls and rooms. This has made the wards | 
more comfortable, but they need a thorough overhauling, 
as no plastering or painting has been done in the wards 
since the opening of the asylum. 
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It is my purpose to begin renovating the wards just as 
goon as the negroes are taken away. I know our repair 
fund is about exhausted, but this is work that can not be 
delayed longer. In addition to the work needed on the 
inside, the gutters need repairs, and there are other things 
too numerous to be mentioned in detail. In this connection 
I beg to say that the repair fund is too small to keep up all 
the outside work and keep the building in good order. We 
ought to have enoügh means to repair any part of the build- 
ing as soon as any damage is done. 

Besides the ordinary repairs to the building, I would urge 
ihe necessity of outside iron stairs leading to all the 
wards. This would be a great convenience in going from 
the wards to the grounds, and in case of fire, we would have 
twice the facility for getting the patients out of the 
building. : 

I desire to call your attention to the great need of a bot- 
ter and safer light than coal oil lampa. We have practically 
no fire protection, and the danger from fire could be ma- 
terially lessened by the introduction of gas or the incan- 
descent electric light. I believe the latter would be cheaper 
because we already have the steam power, and a hundred 
and fifty light dynamo could be put in for twelve or fifteen 
hundred dollars, and once in place, it would cost but little 
more to operate it than our, lights now cost. 

We are also in great danger of fire from our kitchen, 
which is located in the basement. This location makes it 
not only dangerous but exceedingly disagreeable, as odors 
from the kitchen permeate the whole building. The basement 
is also used for store rooms, which is another bad arrange- 
ment, . 

You are aware that this asylum has never been com- 
pleted. It was the original idea to extend the central build- 
ing to the rear, and in this extension the kitchen, bakery, 
store rooms and machinery were to be located. But as this 
extension was not built, other arrangements had to be made. 
The'kitchen and store rooms were made in the basement,.a 
temporary bakery built, and frame buildings erected for the 
laundry and machinery. These buildings are unsafe and 
Should be replaced hy good substantial fire-proof buildings. 
_ I would recommend the erection òf a three-story build- 
ing just im the rear of the agylum but not joined to it. Such 
& building could contain on the first, or basement floor, the 
kitchen, bakery and store rooms for groceries and provis- 
sions. The second floor could be made into one large din- 
ing room, where all the patients would take their meals. 
This general dining room plan is being adopted by most 
asylums, and all who have tried the plan are highly pleased 
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with the result. The six rooms now used as ward dining 
rooms could be converted into dormitories and in this way 
the asylum made to accommodate at least fifty more 
patients. In the third story we could make an amusement 
hall and sewing room. 

This is the only asylum I know where there is no amuse- 
ment hall or chapel. Asylum life at best is very tedious 
and monotonous, and we should spare no pains to make the 
lives of these unfortunate ones as pleasant as possible, 
Besides it is a part of the rational treatment of the insane 
to devise means by which the mind is diverted from its 
morbid train of thought. Nothing does more toward this 
than light, agreeable employment, and pleasant amusement, 
such as dances, concerts, exhibitions, etc. At present we 
can only have a few to dance in one of the halls of the 
center building. These dances, though on a limited scale, 
have been greatly enjoyed by all who could participate in 
them. You will probably be surprised when I tell you that 
you have never spent a dollar in the way of such amuse- 
ments for the patients. 


EXERCISE AND EMPLOYMENT. 


During the early summer we enclosed a large, shady 
grove, which has been daily used as a park and recreation 
ground. We have only one, and to give all a chance for 
open air, the women occupy it during the morning, and the 
men in the afternoon. In this way all can spend at least 
half a day out of. doors. We try to find some kind of work 
for all who can and will work, and quite a large per cent. of 
both men and women are regularly engaged in some useful 
occupation. Certain ones ón both sides of the house are 
detailed for ward and dining-room work. The women help 
in the laundry and sewing room, and many sew, knit, 
crochet and do patch-work in the wards. The men work 
on the farm, in the garden, and on the lawn, besides assist: 
ing in the kitchen, bakery and all the outside departments, 
Should the Legislature make appropriations for such im- 
provements as I have recommended, we could do all the 
grading, and assist in burning the brick, besides doing many 
other things that would materially lessen the cost of the 
construction of the buildings. 


SUGGESTIONS. 


Much of our land is so far from the Asylum that we derive 
no benefit from it, and I respecttully ask that you; again 
urge the Legislature to authorize you to sell a part of the 
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land, and use the money in permanent improvement, or in 
purchasing lands nearer the Asylum building. 

I desire to have you call the attention of the committee 
on revision of the code to our lunacy laws. They are crude 
and imperfect, and need revision in many respects, `N 

I venture the assertion that a change in the official title of 
our institutions would be acceptable to both patients and 
their friends. 

This is one instance in which there is much in a name. 
The word “lunatic” is positively offensive to men of normal 
sensibility, and the thought of being confined in a lunatic 
asylum has kept many poor afflicted people siek with brain 
disease, from receiving the benefits of treatment until it was 
too late to restore them. The word “asylum,” although 
fitly describing a place of refuge, conveys to many the idea 
of custody, and “hospital” should be substituted for it, 
These institutions are intended for the treatment as well as 
care of the insane, and why not make them hospitals in 
name as well as in fact. : 

Indiseriminate and promiscuous visiting, such as has been 
the custom heretofore, is simply an outrage upon innocent, 
afflicted humanity, and should not be tolerated. We are 
always glad to welcome the relatives of the patients, and our 
wards are open at all times to the medical profession, to 
gentlemen of the press, the clergy, and all other officials. 
Itis only the throng of the curious who come mainly as 
sight-seers—to see how “the lunatics,” as they call them, 
look and act—that is objectionable. It is not in" keeping 
with the design and spirit of the institution, that its privacy 
and its quietude should be subject to invasion by crowds of 
the idle, or its inmates exposed to. the morbid curiosity of © 
the thoughtless. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. - 


I desire to return our thanks to the Queen City Military 
Band for an open air concert; also to the Meridian Orcheg- 
tral Club for a concert. It is needless to say that such 
favors are highly appreciated. 

Through the courtesy of the directors of the Fair the con- 
valescent patients were admitted daily and enjoyed the 
sight-seeing.

On taking charge of the Asylum I made some slight 
changes in the management. ` 

The,positions of matron and male supervisor have been 
abolished. The female supervisor has the duties of matron 
in addition to her own, and the assistant physician has the 
immediate supervision of the male wards, 

Dr. H. S. Gully, who was the assistant physician under 
Dr. Rice, resigned his position to resume the practice of 
medicine in Meridian. 

Dr. W. O. Porter, of Morton, Miss., was appointed to fill 
the vacancy, and I desire to express my appreciation of his 
valuable and efficient services. 

Mr. R. E. Moody, who was elected by your board as 
steward in place of Mr. Lilly Smith, resigned, has been 
faithful in the discharge of every duty: 

The Rev. Mr. N. B. Harmon, who was appointed chaplain, 
has preached for us regularly twice a month. 

Especial thanks are due Dr. W. S. Sims, of Meridian, 
for gratuitous consultations and operations on the eyes of 
some of our patients. 

I desire to express my unreserved gratitude to your board 
for the unwavering support you have given me in my ad- 


ministration.
